Oklahoma City, Okla., March 29.— 
Chitti Harjo (Crazy Snake) was sur- 
rounded at midnight in the North Ca- 
Badian ‘bottoms, near Pierce. Three 
hundred militiamen, cowboys and dep- 
uty sheriffs were closing tn on him, and 
his capture was epected at daybreak. 

Battle With Indians. 

A detachment of Crazy Snake’s band of 
belligerent Indians was surrounded by 
deputy sheriffs this afternoon near 
Crasty Snake's home, and a livety battle 

-ensued. More than 200 shots were fired 
and one Indian was killed. Eight In- 
dians were captured and the remainder 
fled with the deputies in pursuit. 

There were about fifteen Indians in 
the band, and they had taken refuge 
in a house. The deputies had tracked 
them for some distance. 

Vaettant Defense by Reds. 

Advancing from all sides, the posse 
fired a volley at the frail house. The 
Indiane rushed out, scattered among the 
trees and made a valiant defense. The 
posse, firing steadily, advanced and 
routed the band. None of those cap- 
tured is seriously injured, but it is said 
that a number of other Indians were hit | 
with bullets. 

Crazy Snake's band apparently -has 
broken up into numerous small groups. 
Tt seeméd at nightfall taht each In- 

 @ian was trying to accomplish his own 
escape without regard for the grand 
dréams of the chieftain, to realize which 
they were called together Sunday by 
the smoke of the signal fires. All ef- 
forts at organized resistance seemed to 
have been dropped, 

The militiamen, too, scattered in bands 
and invaded the hilly wooded region of 
the Creek nation in a determined effort 
to hunt down both leaders and members 

' of the war perty. The soldiers soon 
captured eight members of Crazy 
Snake's forces. Among those arrested 
are Little Tiger. a subchief, and Simla 
Harjo. The latter is not related to 
Ohitti Harjo. Most of these were heav- 
ily -armed. 
Rounding Up Renegades. 

. The captives were started for the mi- 
litia camp at Hickory Ground, under 
heavy guard. Orders were issued that 
the search should be kept up, and nu- 
merous parties went out during’ the 
early hours of the night to round up 
the renegades. 

The Indian killed by the posse was 
the only fatality of the day reported to 
Colonel Hoffman, who is in command of 
the state troops. 

There are numerous rumors of en- 
gagements. One story was that a posse 
of farmers near Checotah fought a 
large band of negro renegades and Kill- 
ed twenty. This and similar reports 
eannot be confirmed: 

Despite all the talk about Crazy 
Snake, officers have yet to find any- 
body who has seen him since Sunday 
morning. Their only belief that he is 
commanding the Indians personally is 
based on the information choked out 
of his son, by deputies yesterday, when 
they hanged him by the neck until he 
expressed an anxiety to talk. 

Home of Crazy Suake Burned. 

The house of Crazy Sneke, near Hick- 
ory Grounds, was burned today by In- 
dians to divert attention from the bush- 
whacking fight nearby in which three 
Indians were killed.

KING OF SERV 
TO QUIT THRONE 


Reported That | Peter Is 
Preparing to Abdicate. 


It Is Said That King Peter and 
Family Will Soon Leave Bel- 
grade — Servia Has ‘Surren- 
dered to the Demands of 
Austria. 


London, March 29.—Special dispatches 
received here from Rome and Vienna 
give rumors that Peter, the king of Ser- 
via, and ali the members of his family 
ate preparing toe leave Belgrade. 

The message from Rome says. . that 
King Victor Emmanuel has received a 
letter from Belgrade to the effect that 
King Peter and: his sons are going to 
Switzerland. King Peter suggests that 
the youngest son of Prince Nicholas of. 
Montenegro take the crown of Servia. 
The king of Italy, according to this 
dispatch, does not oppose the abdication 
of King Peter, but will urge that Pe- 
ter’s son, Alexander, succeed him. 

A dispatch from Vienna says that an 
influential party in the Servian parila- 
mert is agitating against the Kara- 
georgevitch dynasty, the family of King 
Peter, and discussing either the duke 
of Teck or Prince Arthur of Connaught 
as possible successors to the throne. 

Servia Has Surrendered, 

Belgrade, March 29.—Servia has sur- 
rendered completely to the demands of 
Murope, and the tension of six months 
over the Balkan situation will come to 
an end this afternoon. The action of 
Servia probably will set. the Balkan 
“question” at rest for many years. 

The ministers here of Great Britain, 
France, Russia and Italy today verbally: 
informed ‘the Servian government of 
their recognition of the annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina by <Austria- 
Hungary.

‘DEALT IN CONGRESS 


Bennett Introduces Bill 
to Reduce Representation 


New York Republican Alleges 
That Right of Franchise Is 
Denied to Negro — Georgia 
Would Lose 5 Congressmen. 


Washington, March 26.—Representa- 
tive Bennett, of New York, has offered 
a bill for the amendment of the appor- 
tionment of the sixtieth congress, re- 
ducing the representation of states 
which deny to negro citizens the right 
of franchise. 

Mr. Bennett’s bill specifies the reduc- 
tions ‘he would have made, giving Ala- 
bama five instead of nine representa- 
tives, Arkansas five instead of seven, 
Florida {wo instead of three, Georgia 
six instead of eleven, Louisiana four 
instead of seven, Mississippi three in- 
stead of eight, North Carolina seven 
instead of ten. Texas thirteen inetead 
of sixteen, Virginia seven instead of 
ten, and South Carolina three instead 
of seven. 

Senator Money, of Mississippi, would 
rave the validity of the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution tested. 
This amendment regulates the fran- 
chise and has been constructed tq au- 
thorize the reduction by congress of 
the congressional ‘representation of 
states which deny the voting privilege 
t- eame of their citizens. It has been 
frequently invoked by the authors of 
bills reducing the representation of 
southern states. Mr. Money today in- 
troduced a resolution directing the at- 
torney general to submit to the su- 
preme court all the information avail- 
able relative to the method of adopt- 
ing the amendment so that the court 
may determine whether the amend- 
ment is binding.

Washington, March . 29.—(Special.)— 
President Taft is letting it be known. 
that he favors a reduction on all the 
necessities of life in the new tariff bill. 
He does not relish the charge that the 
Payne bill is putting burdens on the 
poor and favoring the richer classes. 

The impression that has been created 
iby sO much of this talk has been any- 
thing but gratifying to the administra- 
tion, and matters have not been greatly 
improved by the criticism fhat so much 
consideration appears to be in prospect 
for the special interests and not enough 
for the consuming public. 

Stamp Taxation Favored. 

President Taft is known to be strong- 
ly opposed to the proposed tax on tea. 
it is stated that this tax would yield 
about $8,000,000 annually. The presi- 
dent believes this amount could be 
made up by an excise tax on the divi- 
dends of corporations or by some meth-+ 
od of stamp taxation. The president 
also is said to believe that’ the ways 


and means committee of the house will 
not insist upon the countervailing duty 
proposed on coffee.

The broad general policy 
of reducing the tariff on the necessities 
of life is the one that appeals to the 
president, and the one which he is said 
to feel hopeful that congress wil] adopt, 
President Taft, i is said, believes 
that the system of atxation to be 
adepted to meet the growing deficiency 
in the treasury should be one calculated 
to cause the least friction. f is for 
this reason he strongly favors the in- 
heritance tax idea. . The coliection of 
such a tax is easy,-and comes from 
unearned money. The fact that several 
of the states have gone ahead of the 
national government in adopting the 
idea ie the only drawback to the scheme. 
The government’s adoption of the prin- 
ciple would mean double taxation in 
some states. 

Stamp Tax Ne Burden. 

The president does not believe that a 
stamp tax would be a great burden 
upon the people. A etamp tax at this 
time would not go to the extem of the 
war tax imposed in 1908. Such a tax 
would be far better, # is claimed at 
the white house, than the imposition 
of such a tax or duty on food stuffs 
as would cause unrest and anxiety on | 
the part of the people. 

President Taft has let it be known 
that he approved the Payne bil in prin- 
ciple, and that he believes more sched- 
ules in the Dingfley tariff should be re- 
vised downward rather than upward— 
if jany should go upward at all. 

President Taft does not share the gen- 
eral belief that the senate is opposed to 
the principle of a maximum and mini- 
mum tariff as proposed by the Payne 
bill, and he appears to be confident of 
the vitimate outcome.

The condemned woman had told 
Father Hickey that she had no relative 
that she knew of. After the augopsy, 
Mrs. Farmer, with the photograph of 
inher child, clasped in her hands, was 
buried in &.

Havana, March 29.—The two piers of 
the Havana Central railroad in the 
upper part of the harbor, were totally 
destroyed by fire, which broke out at 
1! o'clock this morning. The tota) —& fe ‘. 
damage done is estimated at $!,000,! 
000, which. is covered by insurance. 

A number of lighters loaded with 
Sugar were lying at the piers when the 
fire broke out. They were cut loose 
and were blown to sea by the strong 
southerly gale, threatening destruc | 
tion to steamers and other craft in © 
the. harbor. Some of the vessels 
hoisted their anchors and shifted their 
position to. escape the peril. Several 
blazing barges drifted to the mouth of 
the harbor, being stranded off Morro 
castle. ‘ 

The Hamburg-American Line steamer 
Altenburg, which was lying at the 
second pier, discharging her cargo of 
rice, was unable to get away. Tugs 
could not render her assistance on ac- 
count of the dense smoke, and the crew 
of the steamer were compelled to 
abandon her and take refuge on the 
adjacent pier. It was thought at the 
first that the steamer was totally de- 
stroyed, but the fire was checked after 
it had damaged the vessel to the extent 
of $80,000. : 

Both piers, which contained a vast 
amount of miscellaneous freight, were 
consumed, practically nothing in the 
warehouses being saved. The crew of 
the German cruiser Hamburg, which 
entered the harbor while the fire was 
in progress, rendered much assistance 
in towing lighters out of reach of the 
flames. There was no loss of life, but 
several firemen were slightly injured.

A dirty back yard or a failure of compliance in other respects on the 
morning of June 1, will be a vidlation of the ordinance, and it is the purpose 
of the sanitary department to begin immediately making cases against those 
who are negligent or indifferent. 

As a matter of fact, compliance should begin at once, but it cannot be 
deferred ugtil after the ordinance is effective, without subjecting, the violator 
to the penalties imposed. 

The time is at hand now to begin the spring campaign against flies 
and mosquitoes; prevention is better, cheaper and more satisfactory {han 
extermination, attempted or successful. 

In anticipation of summer weather, Montgomery, Ps sil other enahene 
cities have already begun this crusade. Montgomery’s sanitary force is now 
engaged in an organized attack.upon all places conducive to the propagation 
of flies and mosquitoes; in fact, a general cleaning-up campaign is on, says % 
dispatch from that city. 

Atlanta should already have put the world on notice of .just such .a 
sanitary campaign, but spring is here with nothing done and little in prospect. 

If we are’to wait for June 1 and the operation. of the back yards ordi- 
Hance, the city will be overrun with these disease-carrying pests. 

There are plenty of places all over the city whereon the sanitary forces 
can begin their operations, and a little effective work now. ‘with vigilance 
through the summer, will make Atlanta a mosquitoless city in‘ the fall. 

There is no reason why a single pool of stagnant water. should be per- 
mitted to stand anywhere within the city hmits,-and the persistent elimina- 
tion of these will mean the extermination of the mosquito. : 

Mosquitoless Atlanta would prove a blessing to every inhabitant of and 
every visitor to the city; and it is attainable. 

The sanitary department should begin the work now, and if any funds 
are needed for this purpose, council should see that they are forthcoming. 

The anti-fly crusade will prove more effective when the back yard ordi- 
nance is in operation, but it can be begun and results can be attained NOW! 

It is impossible to conceive of any project, even of an emergent nature, 
which should be permitted to stand in the way of municipal cleanliness.

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SEATS FOR PASSENGERS, NOT BAGGAGE. 


There will be wide general interest in a recent decision of the New 
York court of appeals, which had the last word on the subject, holding that 
the placing of baggage in a seat in a railway car does not reserve it for the 
owner of such baggage. 

It is a common practice the country over for p-rsons to deposit their 
“grips” and other personal belongings in a seat in-a passenger coach, and 
then go into the smoking car or some other part of the train, trusting to their 
baggage to take care of the seat for them. Then, if another is so bold as to 
come along and drop down in such reserved seat, the owner of the baggage 
does not hesitate to oust him as a trespasser upon his inajienable right. 

But according to the highest court of New York, which is, perhaps, the 
first to pass finally upon this question, no such right exists, and a seat in a 
railway car containing baggage alone is legally vacant. 

Of course, somebody had to make a point of it before there could be a 
decision, and, in the case in question, the plaintiff put his baggage ina 
seat in the regular passenger coach and went into the smoking car. When 
he returned to claim his seat it was occupied by the defendant, who refused 
to budge. The conductor refused to act, whereupon rlaintiff sought to and 
did forcibly eject defendant, but not without loss to himself, the defendant 
chucking part of .the baggage out of the open window and attacking him 
violently. 

in finding for the defendant, the lower court held that the plaintiff had 
paid for one seat, and could not reasonably expect to occupy one in the 
smoker and‘one in the regular coach; that even had he paid for two seats 
he could not occupy both to the exclusion of another passenger, who had no 
seat; that when the plaintiff went into the smoker he should have carried his 
baggage with him; that seats are for passengers to sit in and not to hold 
baggage; that while the defendant gvas at fault in throwing plaintiff's baggage 
out the window, it. was done under great stress and emotion, provoked by 
plaintiff; that plaintiff had no ground for suit for injury to feelings, but only 
for actual] loss, which must be maintained in a separate suit. 

The appellate court in affirming the decision of the lower court, estab- 


lished definitely these three points: 


(A) Seats in a passenger coach are for passengers to sit in. 
(B) Seats are not for goods, chattels or baggage. 
(C) Seats containing baggage are, in the eyes of the law, vacant. 


The foregoing decision, while it applies only to New York state, will 
be of interest to the traveling public the country over. 

Whether because of prevalent courtesy or whatnot, the question has 
never been raised in “these parts,” yet it is something people who travel 
have long wanted to know about. 

Will they accept the New York decision or will they some time try it 
out in the home courts?

If 
a more thorough extraction took place 
it resulted in a mixture of low-grade 
spirits, tar and charcoal, all of which 
are of small commercial value, and are 
not worth more ‘*than about $!2 per 
cord, and obtained at a greater cost 
than my product.

The machinery is then put 
in motion and by vacuum, pressure, 
moist heat and chemicals, costing 
about 24 cents per cord, and which he 
1explains are to prevent the destruction 
of the fiber, the chips are soon de. 
prived of all their resinous substances. 
The turpentine is recovered at one 
point and the rosin and other by-pro- 
ducts at another point. The inventor 
says that he rrefergs stumps Or other 
fat pine, and that he has obtained as 
good results from stumps 27 years old 
as any other. The results from live 
timber are also excelient, only that 
the turpentine content is not quite so 
large. 

Colonel Saylor has enlisted capital 
and organized a companv which will 
erect ’arge plants in the pine belt. He 
has just returned from an extended 
trip through the pine belt from Louis- 
jidna to South Carolina, with a view to 
selecting the best points for the loca- 
tion of these plants. He maintains 
a well-equipped experimental laborato- 
ry in this city, In which he states the 
initial problems regarding the invention 
were worked out. He says there are 
millions and millions of acres of ex- 
cellent material going to waste which 
is most suitable for his processes.

Hon. Charles S. Barrett was tn 
city yesterday in conference with Ho 
Jere Pound in reference to the Georgia 
educational rally, which wfll take place 
in Atlanta April 16, during the con- 
ference for éducation in the south. 

Mr, Barrett is enthusiastic in his ap- 
preciation of the program being  ar- 
ranged for the conference and which 
deals with the practical training of 
men to meet the needs around them. 

“After we take for granted the pri- 
mary education that overcomes ilit- 
eracy we find the training that fits men 
to get most from the things that lle 
nearest to them in everyday life its the 
training that is to blaze the way of the 
south to the fulfillment of her material 
destiny, the dimensions of which may 
not be foreseen by the man most skill- 
ed in prophecy,” said Mr. Barrett when 
asked for his views of the forthcom- 
ing conference and its significance. 

“Religion, . because it can appeal to 
the unlettered man and woman, may 
be considered as the first advance agent 
of civilization and development. 

“Education comes next, a very close 
second. 

“I wish there were some way to a- 
quaint our people with the true Sige - 
nificance of this event and the manner 
in which it may be made of practical 


advantage to the rising generation. 


1 “My duties as national president of 
| the Farmers’ Union, with tts member- 


ship approximating 2,500,000 of the 
cream of the “ey ee population of this 
country, have ught me constantly 
into intimate contact wth the prob- 
lems of development, both of the com- 
munity and the individual, In each one 
of the American states.

for having voted with the republicans 
in the adoption of the 
amendment to the rules, defended hia 
action in language most vigorous. 

He scathingly denounced the attitude 
towards him and his twenty-two as- 
sistants by the minority leader and 
the other democrats in the house, who, 
he said, had shown an unspeakable 
intolerance. He -characterized the 
democratic caucus resolutions ag “hu- 
millating, dishonorable, contemptible 
and pusillanimous.”’ 

Moon Scores Clark. 

Mr. Moon criticised the Clark amend- 
ments, which, he said, among other 
things, called for the appointment of 
a “mongrel comy“ttee’’, of fifteen ‘to 
name the committees of the house. He 
inquired if, when the Fitzgerald reso- 
lution was carried, Mr. Clark took ad- 
vantake of the situation. He said Mr. 
Clark filed. He wanted to know why 
Mr. Clark did not proceed to further 
amendments. It was not fair to the 
allies, he contended. 

Facing Mr. Clark, he said: 

“Rally your forces and every demo- 


» crat in this house will stand with ahem 


for-the abrogation of the rules that 
are still obnoxious.” 
Moon Grows Sarcastic. 

Mr. Moon sarcastically suggested 
that those democrats who had pressed 
upon Mr. Clark a losing conflict might 
well give up their rights and power 
inta his keeping. The caucus resolu- 
tion the interpreted as an announce- 
ment not to obey the law of the land. 
“In your own ‘desire to express your 
enmity to those of your own party 
who disagreed with you in your hatred 
of the speaker,’ he said with much 
feeling, ‘‘you declare yourselves for a 
program of lawlessness and revolu- 
tionary conduct in the house.

least, a month of it, in the matter of 
Making a selection of a farm, and stat- 
ing that there were fundamental dif- 
ferences between the commission and 
the governor regarding. the purposes 
contemplated by the law in the matter of 
purchase and operation of a prison farm, 

White Convicts on Roads. 

The result of the governor's failure to 
approve the recommendation of the 
commission in the matter of a prison 
farm, as has been pointed out, will be 
to place all of the white convicts on 
the public roads. 

The commission, which is composed of 
Judge Joseph S. Turner, chairman; Gen- 
eral Clement A. Evans and Captain Wi- 
ley Williams, made its recommendation 
after a careful study of all the many 
farms offered, and reached the con-

“It Can’t Be True.” 

“The statement that the commission 
was ready to report to me two weeks 
before March !! can not be true. Dur- 
ing that period. we conferred about va- 
rious properties.

DR. JEMISON TALKS 


for Nine Georgia 


Schools.

The president of Mercer stated that 
several of the schools named were 
preparatory, whtle two of them ranked 
as colleges. He drew a contrast be-
